1. CIA offices have reviewed tha Proposed Data Blements for 
the Equipment Index System On-Line & Batch Files (EISF). The 
following comments from the National Photographic Interpreta~ 
tion Center (NPIC) summarize Agency responses received from 
all reviewors. (U) 

2. Although it serves the need of DIA and the U&sS commands, 
the EISF has no suitable current internal utility at WPICc. 
For the past ten years, “PIC has maintained the national- 
standard Object Data File (ODF) of the National Base of 
Imagery~Derived Information (NBIDI) for COMIREX and made it 
available to the community as a service of common concern 
through the NPIC Data System (NDE) and COINS. The ODF con- 
tains object nomenclature and information enumerating, cate- 
gorizing, and deseribing foreign objects, equipment, weapons, 
and weapons systems of intelligence interest. The file also 
contains a data element reserved for the EISF code for inter- 
file coordination. Information in the ODF is dexived primarily 
from community-wide imagery exploitation, and it was designed 
te serve the specific needs of the imagery community. Object 
Target Numbers from the ODF are data elements in the National 
Exploitation Products File of the NBIDI. Computer storage 
for Object Target Numbers and ODF object codes exists in the 
Inatallation Data File of the NBIDI. The ODF supports 
community-wide third-phase reporting and various internal 
information retrieval systems of the imagery exploitation con- 
ponents of the Army and Navy. (C)

3, NPIC feels that, for now, the structure and data elements 

of the EISF and the proposed automated files are of internal 

DIA concern only. The ODF is the accepted national standard 

for the identification of objects. Therefore, DIA's proposed 

use of the EISF for first and second-phase imagery reporting 

would require careful review and evaluation within YPIC prior 

to integration of its data into NPIC's NBIDI Files. WPIC 

supports the incorporation of this file into COINS, especially 

if other organizations within the intelligence community can 

benefit from its content.
